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Martin Co. man faces death penalty 



Commonwealth’s attorney files notice in double murder case

INEZ - A pretrial conference is scheduled 
April 17 in Martin Circuit Court for a man 
who is facing the death penalty in the shooting 
deaths of Edgar Hedrick and April “Sunshine” 
Hedrick in November 2013. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Anna Melvin 
filed notice Thursday announcing her inten- 
tion to seek the death penalty for Orie J. 
Spence, 29, of Tomahawk, who is charged 
with two counts of murder, tampering with 



physical evidence, second-degree persistent 
felony offender and possession of a firearm by 
a convicted felon. 

The notice seeking the death penalty and 
notice of aggravating circumstances says that 
at the time he killed the victims, Spence’s act 
or acts of killing were intentional and resulted 
in multiple deaths. 

Martin Circuit Judge John David Preston 
also issued an order Thursday that all physical 
evidence in the possession of the common- 
wealth, its agents or potential witnesses relat- 
ed to the couple’s death be preserved. The 
evidence includes but is not limited to gunshot 



residue kits, physical evidence recovered from 
the scene, samples from the scene and any 
samples recovered from the autopsy of the 
victims for the purposes of further testing. 

Preston also ordered that a list be created 
of any physical evidence or materials related 
to the case that are destroyed, used up, or 
exhausted by either the commonwealth, its 
agents or potential witnesses and that it be 
provided to both the court and Spence’s court- 
appointed attorney, Steve Goble, along with

Woman 
charged 
in fatal 
stabbing

SALYERSVILLE - Kentucky 
State Police are investigating an 
apparent homicide last weekend in 
Magoffin County in which the vic- 
tim’s girlfriend is charged with mur- 
der. 

After responding to a stabbing 
complaint Saturday in Salyersville, 
KSP trooper Zach Haney found Roy 
Prater of Salyersville, dead from a 
single stab wound. 

“Prater died from a single stab 
wound to the leg,” KSP Post 9 
spokesman Shawn Little said Mon- 
day. “I believe it happened some- 
where around mid-day Saturday. 
They were boyfriend and girlfriend, 
and I believe they lived together at 
the residence.” 

Marie Minix of Salyersville was 
arrested and charged with murder. 

Details relating to the cause lead- 
ing up to the stabbing were not 
released, but the arrest report said

School districts have until 
June 6 to make up lost time 



ERANKEORT — Gov. Steve Beshear Monday 
signed into law a bill passed last week by the Gen- 
eral Assembly that gives school districts relief from 
days missed due to inclement weather this winter. 

The Kentucky House gave final passage Eriday 
to the so-called “snow days” bill that would give 
school districts until June 6 to make up instructional 
time lost due to this winter’s snow, ice, and cold. 

House Bill 211 was the result of an agreement 
between the House and Senate. It passed the Senate 
by a vote of 36-1 Thursday, and was given final pas- 
sage in the House Eriday afternoon by a 97-1 vote. 

Under HB 211, school districts will have until 



June 6 to complete all 1,062 instructional hours 
required by the state per school year. Districts may 
choose to extend school instructional time for the 
remainder of the school year to make up the lost 
time, as long as instructional time does not exceed 
seven hours a day. Districts that are unable to meet 
all 1,062 hours before June 6 must request assis- 
tance from the state education commissioner no later 
than May 1 for help to reach the requirement, per the 
bill.

Man’s 
body 
found at 
Blaine

BLAINE - Officers with the 
Lawrence County Sheriff’s Office 
located the body of a man on a log- 
ging road off of Cain’s Creek Road 
in the Blaine area of Lawrence 
County Monday, but they have not 
yet been able to discover his identi- 
ty. 

According to a press release 
issued by the sheriff’s office, the 
man is described as Caucasian and 
approximately 25 to 35 years old. 
He also had short dark hair. 

The man didn’t have any identi- 
fication on him at the time authori- 
ties discovered the body. 

Chief deputy Mark Wheeler said 
that they had gotten a tip from 
someone who spotted the body as 
they were driving through the area. 

No other vehicle was found in 
close proximity to the body, he said. 

The body was sent to the state 
medical examiner’s office in Erank- 
fort for an autopsy to determine the 
cause of death and to identify the 
body. 

“At this point, we don’t know 
whether foul play was involved,” 
chief deputy Mark Wheeler said 
Tuesday. “We are waiting until we 
get the results from the medical 
examiner’s office before we make 
that determination. If they were in

Health coverage enrollment deadline over

ERANKEORT — Einal tallies 
haven’t been released, but nearly 
10,000 people in Lawrence, John- 
son, Eloyd and Martin counties had 
signed up for insurance coverage on 
Kentucky’s healthcare marketplace 
prior to Monday’s federally man- 
dated deadline. 

As of Eriday, the last time 
Kynect’s statistics were updated, 
9,846 people in the four counties 
had enrolled in health insurance cov- 



erage, with the vast majority being 
eligible for Medicaid. 

A total of 1,861 Lawrence Coun- 
ty residents had enrolled through 
Kynect, including 1 ,595 who signed 
up for Medicaid. 

In Johnson County, 2,639 people 
had signed up for coverage, includ- 
ing 2,201 who enrolled for Medic- 
aid. 

Eloyd County’s enrollees totaled 
4,089, including 3,495 who were 
eligible for Medicaid. 

A total of 1 ,257 people in Martin 
County enrolled in health coverage, 
including 1,124 who signed up for 



Medicaid. 

Open enrollment under the fed- 
eral Affordable Care Act, also 
known as Obamacare, ended Mon- 
day, but state officials had not 
released final enrollment figures as 
of press time Tuesday. A total of 
350,386 Kentuckians had signed up 
for health coverage as of Eriday. 

Individuals who remain unin- 
sured as of April 1 could face a 
financial penalty of $95 or 1 percent 
of income, whichever is greater. 
That penalty applies to every unin- 
sured member of a household and 
increases significantly from year to 



year. 

“After March 31, subsidies to 
help cover the cost of a private 
health plan won’t be available again 
until the fall enrollment period - and 
by that point, being without insur- 
ance may cost you on your taxes,” 
Carrie Banahan, executive director 
of Kynect, said in a recent press 
release. 

Since Jan. 1, hospitals and other 
healthcare providers have received 
more than $45 million in payments

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SPENCE; Prosecutor to seek death penalty

an explanation as to who and 
why it was done. 

Spence was indicted in 
December 2013, for the Nov. 
1, 2013, offenses. The indict- 
ments say Spence fatally shot 
Edgar L. Hedrick in the face 
and shot April S. Hedrick in 
the neck. 

Spence also allegedly 
destroyed, mutilated, con- 
cealed, removed or altered 
physical evidence that he 
believed was about to be pro- 
duced or used in an official 
proceeding with the intent to 
impair its verity or availabili- 
ty, namely the body of April 
S. Hedrick and the gun, 
according to the indictments. 

According to discovery on 
file in the Martin County Cir- 
cuit Court Clerk’s Office, a 
report by Kentucky State 
Police Trooper J. Wireman 
said that KSP at Post 9 was 
contacted by Martin County 
911 on Nov. 1, 2013, in refer- 
ence to Spence arriving at his 
parent’s residence with a shot- 
gun and stating that he had 
shot two people. 

Wireman said that he and 
another trooper were told to 
be en route to Rockhouse 
Road in Tomahawk and were 
told that two people were pos- 
sibly dead at the residence 
and that Spence was at his 
parent’s home with a shotgun 
approximately 500 yards from 
the scene. 

Wireman said that they 
approached the residence on 
foot and when they arrived, 
Spence was sitting in a chair 
in the driveway and his father 
was sitting in a chair beside 
him. 

Officers detained Spence 
for questioning in the deaths 
of the Hedricks, and the report 
said he appeared to be under 
the influence. 

“While detaining Orie, we 
observed what appeared to be 
a 12 gauge pump shotgun sit- 
ting against the front of his 
parent’s mobile home,” Wire- 
man said in the report. “Depu- 
ty Tipton posted a deputy at 
Orie Spence parent’s resi- 
dence. The deputy was 
instructed to watch over the 
shotgun and not to let anyone 
touch it until detectives 
arrived to collect it.” 

Wireman’s report said that 



before he could get Spence to 
the cruiser, he began yelling 
and screaming and wanting to 
know what he was being 
arrested for. 

“Orie went on to say that 
he was the toughest man on 
the hollow and no one would 
mess with him, that they were 
all afraid of him,” the narra- 
tive said. 

The officers escorted 
Spence to their vehicle, which 
was parked in front of the 
crime scene, the report said 
and as they got closer, he 
began asking why the ambu- 
lance and deputies were at the 
residence and as they tried to 
place him in the back of the 
cruiser, he began to resist 
more, then once inside the 
cruiser, he began kicking and 
head butting the cage in the 
cruiser. 

After being told he was 
under arrest for disorderly 
conduct, menacing, resisting 
arrest and alcohol intoxica- 
tion, officers told him he 
would still be questioned later 
and he began to try and bar- 
gain his way out of going to 
jail, the report said. 

“Orie stated that he would 
work meaning buy drugs for 
the KSP if he didn’t go to jail. 
I told Orie he could speak 
with our Sgt. who was on his 
way. Orie went on to say if we 
cut him loose he woidd kill 
them and bring their heads to 
us,” Wireman said in the nar- 
rative. “I found this statement 
to be odd and out of place. 
Orie never stated who he was 
talking about. A few minutes 
later, Orie stated that Edgar ad 
the people at the crime scene 
were meth makers and that if 
we took him to jail there 
would be no one to protect his 
family from everyone on the 
hollow.” 

Edgar Hedrick’s family, 
who lives on the same plot of 
land, told officers that some- 
one had broken into their resi- 
dence while they were gone 
and when they got home, they 
found that the door to the 
master bedroom had been 
busted open and that someone 
had pulled all the drawers out 
of the cabinets as if they were 
looking for something, the 
report said. On the bed were 
several pills that had been 
spiQed out of a bottle, and 
nothing else seemed to be out 
of place, they said. 



Officers also spoke with 
other neighbors, and one man 
told them that Spence had 
come to his residence earher 
in the day with a bottle of 
liquor, the report said. 

“He went on to say that 
Orie invited him to go with 
him to Edgar and Sunshine’s 
house to celebrate Edgar’s 
birthday that was just a few 
days earlier,” the report said. 
“The man told Orie that he 
was babysitting his kids and 
couldn’t go with him. The 
man went on to say that a 
while later he heard a couple 
of gunshots. He didn’t think 
much of the gun shots because 
people are always shooting 
guns up the hollow.” 

The report said Edgar 
Hedrick had been shot under 
his right eye and was found on 
a bed in the room he was 
killed in and that it appeared 
he was shot while he was 
lying or sitting on the bed. 

April “Sunshine” Hedrick 
was found lying on her right 
side just inside the doorway 
of the building and she had 
been shot under the chin, the 
report said. The positioning of 
her body and the location of 
blood outside the building 
indicated that her body had 
been moved and repositioned 
following her death. 

KSP Det. Chris Philhps 
said in his report that Jessica 
Spence had called 911 and 
stated that her son, Orie J. 
Spence, had shot Edgar and 
Sunshine Hedrick, that she 
had put him in bed in his own 
residence, and that he was 
intoxicated and unpredictable. 

“Ms. Spence further stated 
that she beheved Orie blamed 
Edgar and April Hedrick for 
possibly transmitting Hepati- 
tis C to him by some manner,” 
the report said. “Jessica Spen- 
ce advised that her husband 
Ora Spence had taken a shot- 
gun away from Orie when he 
first appeared at their resi- 
dence and that the incident 
happened approximately 
10-15 minutes prior to the 
initial 911 call.” 

A second call was placed 
to 911 after another family 
member went to the Hedricks’ 
residence to check on them 
and found them dead. 

The alleged murder weap- 
on is identified as a Mossberg 
Model 500 pump action shot- 
gun, was not identified as sto- 



len and originated from Cali- 
fornia. 

In a recorded interview 
with Orie Spence at the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention 
Center in Johnson County, 
Spence agreed to waive his 
rights and speak with the offi- 
cer. 

Phillips said in his report 
that he asked Orie Spence 



what had happened and that 
he said he went to Edgar Hed- 
rick’s residence with the 
intention of consuming alco- 
hol with him, that he was 
there with his wife, April 
Hedrick, and that the three of 
them were in the building 
beside the residence that 
Edgar and April stayed in. 

Spence told Philhps that 



he drank beer and whiskey 
with the couple, that they 
didn’t take any drugs and that 
he left around 6:30 p.m. to go 
home, the report said. 

PhiUips told Spence that 
the Hedricks were murdered 
and that the evidence indicat- 
ed he was involved. Spence 
asked if Edgar Hedrick was 
dead as if he did not know.

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Sentencing 
date is 
continued

PIKEVILLE — Sentencing 
has been pushed back one 
month for the owners of a for- 
mer Paintsville pain manage- 
ment clinic who pleaded guilty 
to federal drug charges. 

Tammy Cantrell and Shelby 
Lackey, who pleaded guilty last 
year to illegally distributing pre- 
scription drugs at Care More 
Pain Management, were sched- 
uled to be sentenced next Mon- 
day in U.S. District Court in 
Pikeville. 

But their attorneys filed sep- 
arate motions this week asking 
that the proceedings be contin- 
ued, saying that federal prosecu- 
tors would not be recommend- 
ing a lower sentence for their 
clients as previously indicated. 

Attorneys Bryce Campbell 
and Richard R. Melville said in 
the motions that Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Roger West had indi- 
cated that he would file a 5-K 
motion for their chents. Prose- 
cutors file such a motion to rec- 
ommend a lower sentence for 
defendants who have cooperat- 
ed with them in an investigation. 

West contacted the lawyers 
Friday and said that a committee 
in the U.S. Attorney Office that 
decides whether a 5-K motion 
be granted denied West’s request 
to file the motion, according to 
the court filings. 

Because of that decision, the 
attorneys asked for a continu- 
ance to have more time to pre- 
pare for the sentencing hearing. 

U.S. District Judge Amul R. 
Thapar granted the request and 
rescheduled sentencing for May 
7. 

Cantrell and Lackey pleaded 
guilty as part of a plea agree- 
ment with prosecutors. At the 
time of their pleas, they were the 
first pain chnic owners in the 
Eastern District of Kentucky to 
have federal convictions for ille- 
gally distributing prescription 
drugs, according to the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office. 

Two doctors who worked at 
Care More, Richard Albert and 
Rano Bofill, also pleaded guilty 
to the charges. Albert was sen- 
tenced to 75 months in prison 
and Bofill is scheduled to be 
sentenced July 14.

Men arrested after 
meth is found

LOUISA - The Lawrence 
County Sheriff’s Office arrest- 
ed two people in connection 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine Thursday. 

Michael Diamond, 39, of 
Catlettsburg, and Jonathan 
Adkins, 38, of Louisa, are 
charged with manufacturing 
methamphetamine and tamper- 
ing with physical evidence. 

A press release issued by 
the sheriff’s office said deputies 
responded to a residence on 
Nebo Road in Lawrence Coun- 
ty to check out possible meth 
manufacturing. Upon their 
arrival, the officers located a 
bum pile that contained multi- 
ple items that are used in the 
manufacturing of methamphet- 
amine, the release said. 

Lawrence County Chief 
Deputy Mark Wheeler said that 
they had received a tip and 
were following up on the infor- 
mation when they made the 
discovery. 

Wheeler said in the release 
that after speaking to one of the 
subjects, they learned that he 
had locked the other subject in 
a building, where they had just 
finished putting together a 
shake-and-bake bottle and were 
in the act of cooking meth. 

“Diamond had locked 
Adkins in the building when 
we pulled up,” Wheeler said. 
“The subjects had thrown the 
lab along with the other manu- 
facturing products into a stove 
inside the building in an attempt 



to destroy the evidence.” 

Diamond and Adkins were 
transported to the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center in 
Johnson County, where they 
are being held in lieu of $5 ,000 
bonds each. 

Both men are scheduled to 
appear April 9 at 11 a.m., for a 
preliminary hearing in Law- 
rence District Court. 

The release also said that 
the investigation is ongoing and 
that more arrests are possible. 

The sheriff’s office was 
assisted at the scene by Net- 
Care Ambulance Service and 
the Big Sandy Station 93 Fire 
Department.

WEST VAN LEAR - A 
Johnson County woman was 
arrested Monday on charges 
involving the manufacturing 
of methamphetamine and 
child endangerment. 

Cynthia Greathouse is 
charged with first-degree pos- 
session of methamphetamine, 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, two counts of fourth- 
degree controlled substance 
endangerment to a child, 
unlawful possession of meth 
precursors and drug parapher- 
nalia buy/possess. 

According to a press 
release issued by the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office, 
Johnson County sheriff’s dep- 
uty Byron Fairchild respond- 
ed to an anonymous tip 
received by Sheriff Dwayne 
Price of a possible meth lab 
and meth trafficking com- 
plaint on Ky. 302 in West Van 
Lear. 

Upon Fairchild’s arrival, 
the homeowner, Greathouse, 
allowed the deputy to enter 
the home, and Fairchild dis- 
covered several bags contain- 
ing a white powdery sub- 
stance believed to be metham- 
phetamine, the release said. 

Fairchild located two hol- 
lowed-out light bulbs along 
with the bags and a white 
powdery substance in one 
room of the residence, the 
release said. 

Fairchild also discovered 
several needles laying 
throughout the house and on 
the floor inside the residence.

for services provided to indi- 
viduals newly eligible for 
Medicaid coverage. These 
include payments of $18 mil- 
lion to Kentucky hospitals and 
$15 million to Kentucky phar- 
macies. The vast majority of 
the nearly 20,000 newly 
insured patients seen by hos- 
pitals and reimbursed for ser- 
vices would have been consid- 
ered indigent prior to Medic- 
aid expansion and most likely 
would have been written off 
as uncompensated charity care 
by the hospitals. 



Gov. Steve Beshear’s deci- 
sion to expand the income 
eligibility requirement for 
Medicaid to 138 percent of the 
federal poverty level has 
allowed many low-income 
Kentuckians access to health 
care, many for the first time. 
These include individuals 
making less than $15,856 a 
year and families of four with 
income below $32,499. These 
figures don’t include reim- 
bursements to healthcare pro- 
viders for patients with new 
private health insurance. 

The next open enrollment 
period is Nov. 15 through Jan. 
15,2015.

Minix admitted to having 
stabbed Prater and that it 
didn’t appear to be self- 
defense.

If the school districts still 
cannot complete the 1,062 
required hours by June 6 after 
consulting with the commis- 
sioner, HB 211 allows a waiv- 
er of any remaining instruc- 
tional hours that are required. 

Rep. John Will Stacy, 
D-West Liberty, who served 
on the House and Senate con- 
ference committee that 
reached agreement on the bill, 
said school districts will be 
required to make “a good 
faith effort to get in all hours.” 

Some school districts in 
Kentucky, especially in the 
mountains of Eastern Ken- 



tucky, have missed more than 
30 days of school this school 
year due to winter weather. 

The districts “will work 
with the department to get the 
maximum instruction time out 
of the calendar this year,” 
Stacy said. 

The snow days provisions 
were attached to HB 211, 
which was filed and spon- 
sored by House Majority 
Floor Leader Rocky Adkins, 
D-Sandy Hook as a reorgani- 
zation bill. The legislation as 
passed would also confirm the 
governor’s order to reorganize 
offices within the Education 
and Workforce Development 
Cabinet.

General Assembly approves 
two-year state spending plan 



FRANKFORT - The 
Kentucky General Assembly 
Monday approved a two-year 
spending plan that authorizes 
$20.3 billion in spending for 
education, public safety, Med- 
icaid, and other state govern- 
ment services while cutting 
spending in many state agen- 
cies by 5 percent through fis- 
cal year 2016. 

House Bill 235, sponsored 
by House Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee Chair- 
man Rick Rand, D-Bedford, 
was granted final passage by a 
vote of 89-11 in the House. It 
had passed the Senate by a 
vote of 37-1 earlier in the day. 
The bill now goes to the gov- 
ernor to be signed into law. 

Senate Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee Chair- 
man Bob Keeper, I-Paducah, 
called the agreement a “bud- 
get that, I believe, sets us on a 
good stead for the future.” 

“It makes me feel good 
about what you all will face in 
the next biennium,” Keeper 
said. 

“We did what you paid us 
to do,” House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, said 
of the state budget process. “It 
was democracy in its purest 
form, but it worked.” 

The executive branch bud- 
get agreement adds around 
$189 million in guaranteed 
base per pupil funding (or 
SEEK funds) for schools, pro- 
tects funding for Medicaid, 
PVAs and prosecutors, and 
adds $743 million in new 
General Eund debt and $721 
million in new agency bond 
debt— mostly for postsecond- 



ary education. That is less 
than the nearly $2 billion in 
new General Eund and agency 
bond debt proposed by the 
House and more than the $533 
million in new General Eund 
and agency bond debt pro- 
posed by the Senate earlier 
this month. 

HB 235 will also require 
smaller cuts to postsecondary 
education than originally pro- 
posed. State university bud- 
gets will be cut by 1 .5 percent 
rather than 2.5 percent as pro- 
posed by the governor, with 
bond authorizations for many 
university projects restored. 
Community and technical col- 
lege budgets will also be 
reduced by 1 .5 percent instead 
of 2.5 as earlier proposed, 
with those institutions’ capital 
projects paid for with student 
fees and private donations 
culled by the colleges. 

Also included in the bill 
are pay raises for state work- 
ers of at least 2 percent over 
the biennium— with the low- 
est-paid workers receiving 
higher raises in the first 
year— and 3 percent raises for 
teachers of 1 percent in fiscal 
year 2015 and 2 percent in fis- 
cal year 2016. A total of $3.3 
million in 2015 and $6.6 mil- 
lion in 2016 for K-12 educa- 
tion technology are also found 
in the budget rather than the 
$50 million bond issue that 
had been proposed in an ear- 
lier budget version. 

HB 235 also includes full 
funding of the actuarial 
required contribution (ARC) 
to Kentucky’s public pension 
system; funding for expanded 



preschool for four-year-olds 
statewide in 2016 totaling $18 
million; additional funding to 
boost foster care rates; and 
restoration of child care subsi- 
dies for low-income families 
that had been cut from the 
state budget last year by add- 
ing $39 million for the subsi- 
dies the first year of the bien- 
nium and $58 million in the 
second year. Eamilies with 
household incomes of up to 
125 percent of the federal 
poverty level would receive 
the subsidies under HB 235 in 
2015, with subsidies expand- 
ed to families making up to 
160 percent of the poverty 
level in 2016. 

The House also voted 99-1 
for final passage of the 
amended state judicial branch 
budget, which had passed the 
Senate unanimously earlier in 
the day. An amended legisla- 
tive branch budget also passed 
the Senate unanimously Mon- 
day and also received final 
passage in the House by a vote 
of 99-1. 

The House voted 91-9 for 
agreed-upon changes to HB 
445, the session “revenue bill” 
that will provide some new 
dollars to fund state needs 
over the biennium. Provisions 
in that bill include, but are not 
limited to, a phased-in barrel 
tax credit for distilled spirits, 
an angel investor tax credit, an 
expanded historic preserva- 
tion tax credit, and “new mar- 
kets” tax credit to help under- 
served areas of Kentucky. 
The revenue measure had 
passed the Senate by a vote of 
35-3 earlier in the day.

Unemployment rates increase 
in FIVCO, Big Sandy districts

ERANKEORT - Unem- 
ployment rates are on the rise 
in the EIVCO and Big Sandy 
area development Districts. 

In Eebruary, jobless rates 
rose from 9.6 percent to 10.2 
percent in the EIVCO district 
and from 13 percent to 13.7 
percent in the Big Sandy 
ADD. 

Boyd County reported the 
lowest rate in Eebruary in the 
EIVCO ADD at 8.1 percent, 
while Carter County had the 
highest at 13.2 percent. 

Other EIVCO rates in Eeb- 
ruary were 9.4 percent in 
Greenup County and 12.8 per- 
cent each in Lawrence and 
Elliott counties. 

The lowest rate in the Big 
Sandy district was 11.9 per- 
cent in Johnson County, and 
the highest rate was 19.3 per- 
cent in Magoffin County, 



which also had the state’s sec- 
ond highest rate. 

Other Eebruary rates in the 
Big Sandy ADD were 13.4 
percent in Eloyd County, 13.6 
percent in Pike County and 
14.1 percent in Martin Coun- 
ty- 

The state’s jobless rate in 
Eebruary was 9 percent, up 
from 8.3 percent recorded in 
January. 

Boone County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 
commonwealth at 6.7 percent. 
It was followed by Oldham 
County, 7 percent; Eayette 
and Woodford counties, 7.1 
percent each; Campbell, Ken- 
ton, Shelby, Warren and Web- 
ster counties, 7.3 percent 
each; and Simpson County, 
7.4 percent. 

Jackson County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy- 
ment rate — 20.4 percent. It 
was followed by Magoffin 
County; Leslie County, 17.8 



percent; Harlan County, 17.7 
percent; Menifee County, 
17.2 percent; Letcher County, 

16.6 percent; Knott County, 
16 percent; Bell County, 15.9 
percent; Lewis County, 15.8 
percent and Wolfe County, 

15.7 percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian 
labor force statistics include 
non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking 
work. They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians 
who have not looked for 
employment within the past 
four weeks. 

The statistics are not sea- 
sonally adjusted because of 
the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only 
be compared to the same 
month in previous years.

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Five Facebook 
problems you 
need to fix 
right now

Facebook has been in 
the news a lot recently. 
Mark Zuckerberg bought 
the What’s App company in 
February for a staggering, 
mind-blowing, huge - I’m 
running out of adjectives 
here - $19 billion. Last 
week, the company bought 
a little-known virtual-reali- 
ty headset maker for $2 
billion. 

Those high-profile deals 
shouldn’t distract us from 
the fact that Facebook’s 
main business is selling 
advertising based on the 
mountains of information 
it’s got on its user base. And 
when I say “user base,” I 
mean me and you! 

The targeting practices 
going on behind the scenes 
are both deep and complex. 
We the consumers have to 
stay on our toes to protect 
ourselves. It’s sad to say, 
but a lot of privacy viola- 
tions occur Just because 
people don’t know how to 
protect themselves. 

These are great tips for 
you - and for your family. If 
there are kids in the house, 
make sure they understand 
the importance of these pri- 
vacy protections early. And 
if there are less tech-savvy 
folks around, go over these 
tips with them, too. 

So let’s get started. 

First, you need to clear 
out your Facebook search 
history. Yes, it keeps track 
of all your searches. That’s 
the reality of the world 
we’re living in. 

On your Facebook 
home page, click the down 
arrow in the upper right- 
hand corner, and select 
Activity Log. In the left- 
hand column where it lists 
Photos, Likes and Com- 
ments, click the More but- 
ton below those. Then at the 
bottom of the list click 
Search. 

Once you’ve clicked on 
that, you’ll be able to see 
everything - and everyone 
- you’ve search for on the 
site. (It’s kind of disturb- 
ing!) Up at the top of the 
page, click on Clear 
Searches, and then again in 
the dialog box to confirm. 

The search area should 
now be empty. You can’t 
turn this feature off, how- 
ever, so you will have to 
come back and do this reg- 
ularly. 

Did you know Face- 
book’s Graph Search sys- 
tem can expose your past 
posts to everyone? Visit 
http://www.komando.com/ 
tip s/ 1228 0/facebooks - 
graph-search-exposes- 
your-past-posts for more 
information. 

Second, you want to 
make sure Facebook won’t 
use your picture to endorse 
or sell products. Believe it 
or not, Facebook’s terms of 
service allow your image 
to be automatically used if 
you’ve said you “liked” a 
particular product, or 
“checked in” at a particular 
store or restaurant. 

To stop this, let’s go 
back to the Activity Log 
page and, again on the left- 
hand side, click on the 
Likes link. You’ll see all 
your likes listed. 

It’s smart to go down 
the list looking for compa- 
nies that might advertise 
on Facebook. If you see 
one, go to the little pencil 
icon on the right, click on 
it, and select Unlike. Visit 
http://www.komando.com/ 
tips/12338/stop-facebook- 
from-using-you-in-ads for 
more information. 

Third, we need to dive 
into privacy settings. We 
all have to take responsi- 
bility for our online priva- 
cy. 

I liken Facebook posts 
to a sign in front of your 
house. You think you live 
on a cul de sac, and the fact 
that the sign says, “Hey, 
we’re on vacation,” or 
“Hey, my daughter June

So go to the padlock icon 
in the upper right comer of 
your profile and under “Who 
can see my stuff?” set “Who 
can see my future posts?” to 
Eriends. And if you’re been 
loose about friending every- 
one who asks, you might 
think about weeding out your 
friends list. 

You can also create a cus- 
tom list of “Close Eriends” 
— http://www.komando.com/ 
tips/ 1 1 7 1 2/making-custom- 
lists-in-facebook — and set 
your posts to be visible only 
to that list.

Prom the days of the Old 
Testament, the Lord has com- 
manded His people to build 
temples - sacred structures 
where He could teach, guide, 
and bless them. Eor example, 
the Lord told the Israelites to 
build a portable tabernacle 
that would be their temple 
while they traveled in the wil- 
derness (see Exodus 
26-27; 40:35). Additional 
Old Testament references to 
temples are found in 2 Chron- 
icles 5:1-14; 7:1-2 (Temple 
of Solomon) and Ezra 3:1- 
13; 6:3 (Temple of Zerubba- 
bel). 

When Jesus Christ was on 
the earth, the only existing 
temple was known as the 
Temple of Herod. Jesus was 



often found in this temple 
(see, for example, Luke 2:40- 
49; Matthew 21:10-14). 

After the rejection and 
deaths of Jesus’s Apostles, 
there were no temples on the 
earth for many centuries. 
Then in the early 1800s, the 
gospel of Jesus Christ was 
restored according to proph- 
ecy, and the Lord again com- 
manded His people to 
build temples. The earliest 
temples were built in Ohio, 
Illinois, and eventually in 
Utah. Today, the Church has
